The title of the invention has been changed to -ADVANCED MOTOR DRIVEN 
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supporting legs attached to the pump housing. The improvement is a steel alloy leg having a 
tubular shield means made of heat resistant material enclosing at least a portion of the leg. The 
tubular shield means has lower end attached to the pump housing and an internal bore diameter 
that is greater than the outer diameter of the steel leg to accommodate the thermal expansion of 
the leg caused by the heat of molten metal.
